May it please your Excellency, 

On the 20th of August, 1856, 1 had the honour of submitting a return of the Flax 
grown in Ireland in 1855 and 1856 ; and on the 15th of September following, general 
abstracts of the acreage under the several Crops, and the number of Live Stock in each 
County and Province, for the same years. I now beg to submit to your Excellency Tables 
showing the estimated average produce of the crops in those two years. Every exertion 
has been made to render these tables as accurate as the very difficult nature of the subject 
would admit. The information has been obtained by intelligent members of the Consta- 
bulary, from various persons throughout the country— (amounting altogether to 1 1,459) — 
having a knowledge of the average yield of the crops grown in their neighbourhood* 

In consequence of the lateness of the harvest of 1856 in many parts of Ireland, and 
on the recommendation of several landed proprietors and extensive farmers who take 
much interest in the subject, -I deferred collecting the Returns of Produce until the latter 
end of December ; and in order to procure the opinions of as many Boards of Poor Law 
Guardians as possible upon the Acreable Produce obtained by the Enumerators, I have 
been unable to submit these Tables so early as those for 1855. I trust, however, that the 
delay in them publication is amply compensated by the increased accuracy imparted to 
them, which will render them more valuable in the comparisons of future years. I beg 
here to observe that many practical agriculturists have expressed opinions to me that the 
period heretofore assigned for ascertaining the Rates of Produce — the month of November 
—is too early for this country, and that January or February would be a more desirable 
period for collecting these Returns, because, although in November the harvest may be 
gathered in, the yield is not then generally known with a sufficient degree of certainty to 
arrive at a fair estimate of the acreable produce of the various crops. . 

The areas for which the Returns were made are co-extensive with the Electoral 
Divisions of the Poor Law Unions, except where these divisions include parts oi two 
counties, in which case a separate rate of produce was obtained for the portion m each 
county. In order to test their accuracy, the Returns for each Crop in the several Electora 
Divisions of a Union were forwarded by me to the Chairman and Board of Guardians with 
a request that the Guardian of each Electoral Division, or some member of the Boar 
acquainted with the subject, would be so good as to favour me with his opinion as to tne 
correctness of the average rates obtained by the Constabulary. _ 

I am happy to state that the majority of the Guardians in Ireland readily attorde 
their valuable assistance to me— 1,809— or more than one-half of the Returns lor the 
Electoral Divisions,— which amount to 3,438— having been revised by them, in several 
Unions the Boards did not make any alteration in the rates obtained by the Consta- 
bulary. The following extract from the minutes of the Guardians at Westpor 
show the interest taken in this subject ; and from very many Boards, and individual 
Guardians, I have received similar assurances of friendly co-operation and assistance m 
reference to these Returns : —

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It will be in your Excellency’s recollection, I bad the gratification of stating that, so 
far as I was informed by the Enumerators — who amounted to nearly 4,000 — hostility to 
the collection of the Returns of Tillage and Live Stock had been displayed by only one 
landed proprietor in Ireland, whose estates are situated in the counties of Leitrim and 
Donegal, — a fact which must be considered as highly creditable to the good feeling and 
intelligence of all ranks and classes in this country ; and I have now the satisfaction of 
observing that from only one Union — that of Mohill, in the County of Leitrim — have I 
received a decided refusal to afford any assistance in reference to the Rates of Produce, 
although in some other Unions the Guardians courteously expressed unwillingness to 
revise the rates procured by the Constabulary* owing to their being unaccustomed to 
the subject, and to the standard weights — in which the acreable produce was given — 
differing from those employed in the Union. 

I beg to say I have ascertained from many quarters, that a considerable difficulty in 
obtaining the average yield is caused by the great diversity in the weights used in buying 
and selling Farm produce. The following Table, compiled from the Report of the Com- 
missioners appointed in 1852 to inquire into the state of the Fairs and Markets in Ireland, 
affords important information as to the variety of weights in the several counties ; those 
in use in each of the ninety-three towns visited by the Commissioners are given at page 17. 

Table showing the different Weights used in buying and selling Corn, Flax, and 
Potatoes, in Ireland. 




It appears that wheat is sold in some counties by the barrel of 20 stones, and in others 
by the cwt. of 112 lbs., and the stone of 14 lbs. ; oats by the barrel of 12 stones 14 —24 — 
and 83 stones, and also by the cwt. of 112 lbs., and stone of 14 lbs. ; barley by the barrel 
of 1 6 stones and 24 stones,— the cwt. of 112 lbs.,— and the stone of 14 lbs. ; flax by the cwt. 

* In all such cases tlie produce lias been calculated at the rates obtained by the Enumerators. 
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of 120 lbs. and the stone of 16 lbs., — 16£, — and 24 J lbs.; and potatoes by tbe barrel 

of 15 stones, 20, 21, 24, 32, 40, 48, 64, 72, 80, 95, and 96 stones ; — by the cwt. of 
112 lbs. and by the stone of 14 lbs., 15, 16, 21, and 23 lbs. ; — even in towns in the same 
county different weights are employed. Thus, it appears that a farmer in the county of 
Roscommon might state he had eight barrels of potatoes to the acre, and one in the county 
of Dublin that he had thirty-two barrels, the produce of the acre being the same in each 
case viz. 640 stones. In order to remove this difficulty in some degree, and with a view to 
assist the Guardians in revising the rates, I had the average produce, as returned to me by 
the Enumerators, converted into stones, for the Electoral Divisions in several of the Unions 
of Ulster where the cwt. and stone are much used ; and, on the whole, I trust that these 
Returns notwithstanding the difficulties of the subject, may be taken as the nearest 
approximation to the yield of the land that has yet been obtained— which I ascribe to the 
o-eneral °-ood feeling of the farming classes, and to the valuable aid afforded to me by so 
many influential parties throughout the country. The extent under crops, as given in 
the Tables at pages 10 to 16 inclusive, has been carefully revised, and now corresponds 
with the quantities in the final Reports on Agricultural Statistics for 1855 and 1856. 

The estimated total produce of the principal crops in the years 1850, 1851, 1852, 1853, 
1854, 1855, and 1856, was as under : —

Although the yield per acre was less, the total produce of the Wheat Crop was greater 
by 109,144 quarters than in 1855, on account of the increased breadth under that 
crop, — amounting to 83,275 acres in 1856. Oats decreased 1,029,481 quarters, caused 
by a diminution of 81,421 acres in the extent sown, and of half a barrel per acre in 
the average yield of Ireland, compared with 1855. Barley and Bere also show a lower 
amount of produce in 1856, — a smaller area having been cultivated, and the yield per 
acre being under that of the previous year ; — these two crops show a general tendency to 
decrease for some years past. Rye, with a greater breadth, gives a smaller total produce 
in 1856 than in 1855, owing to the difference in the average acreable yield in the two years. 
Potatoes, with an increased area of 122,403 acres, exhibit a decrease in the total produce 
of 1856, compared with 1855— the yield per acre being less in the former than in the 
latter year. In the total yield, Turnips also show a decrease of 1,492,426 tons, a smaller 
breadth having been sown in 1856 than in 1855, and the average produce being estimated 
at 12 - 9 tons per acre in 1856, whilst in the previous year it was 16'6 tons. Mangel 
Wurzel, Flax, and Hay also show a decreased produce per acre compared with 1855. 
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EMIGRATION. 

Your Excellency is a.ware that Returns, showing the sex, age, and county of every person 
leaving Ireland, have been furnished to this office since the 1st of May, 1851, distinguishing 
those who leave the country for a merely temporary purpose from those who depart not 
intending to return. The tables compiled from these documents, for the period from the 1st 
of May, 1851, to the 31st of December, 1855, were published in the General Report of the 
Census Commissioners, by which it appears that the population, amounting to 6,552,385 
persons on the 30th of March, 1851, was reduced by emigration to 6,077,283 on the 1st 
of January, 1856, — allowance being made for the usual increase caused by the excess of 
births over deaths calculated on the average of these events in England and Wales during 
sixteen years. In the year ending 31st December, 1856, the returns show that 90,781 
individuals, of whom 47,570 were males, and 43,211 females, emigrated from the ports of 
Ireland. This amount, after deducting the estimated excess of births over deaths, makes 
the probable number of inhabitants in Ireland on the 1st of January, 1857, to have been 
6,047,492 persons. The following Table from the Census Report of 1851 (Part YL, 
page lvii), continued to 1st of January, 1857, exhibits the mode by which these results 
have been arrived at : —

The number of male and female emigrants who left each county and province in the 
several months of 1856, — the ports at which they embarked, and their ages in quinquennial 
periods, form the subject of four tables given at pages 18 to 21. 

Munster, it appears from the Tables, contributed the largest number of emigrants during 
the period from 1st May, 1851, to 1st January, 1857, 39*47 per cent, of the entire 
number having left that province. Ulster gave 24*68 per cent.; Leinster, 21*99 per cent.; 
and Connaught, 12-59 per cent. Nearly 13 per cent. (12*80) of the entire population 
have left Ireland since the 1st of May, 1851, to the 1st of last January. Observing the 
interest taken in this subject by the public press, and also in Parliament, I have had 
the Returns made up to the end of April last, from which it appears that during the 
months of January, February, March, and April, this year, the emigrants were more 
numerous than in the same months of 1856. The actual numbers were as under

It will be seen that Irish emigration has continued almost equal in amount in 1855 and 
1856, and that during the first four months of 1857,-6,386 persons more have left the 
eountry than during the corresponding period of 1856. The emigrants from the Province 
of Munster for the period from 1st May, 1851, to 1st January last, were in the proportion

It will be found from the Tables that, during the entire period embraced by the Returns 
the sexes emigrated in the proportion of 101 males to 100 females, whilst in 1856 the 
proportion was 110 males to 100 females ; 68‘7 per cent of the emigrants in 1856 were 
between the ages of 15 and 35 years ; and only 13'7 per cent were 35 years old and 
upwards, showing that the majority of those who left Ireland last year was from among 
the young and vigorous portion of its inhabitants.

C,’ referred to in the “General Instructions” ad- 
dressed to the Enumerators the 14th of last May, in 
order to enable you to make .Returns of the Late's of 
Produce of the various Crops grown in your District, 
and in each of the Electoral Divisions mentioned in the 
enclosed List, which you will be so good as to send 
back to this Office along with the Returns, when filled. 
These Forms have not been furnished to the Consta- 
bulary as soon as usual, in consequence of the lateness 
of the harvest this year in many parts of the country, 
so that the average Rates of Produce in these Districts 
could not have been satisfactorily ascertained at an 
earlier period. 

It will be observed that two distinct Forms are sent 
for this purpose— that heretofore in use, which will be 
filled by yourself, the other to be filled by an Enu- 
merator, selected by you for his intelligence and 
acquaintance with the parties resident in the Electoral 
Divisions for which the Return is required. Instruc- 
tions as to the method of filling each of these Forms 
are printed on them. 

From the friendly co-operation and assistance which 
has been afforded to the Enumerators by all ranks and 
classes in ascertaining the extent of each Crop culti- 
vated m Ireland this year, I confidently trust that by 
making inquiries from the resident Gentry Clergy 
and intelligent Farmers in your neighbourhood, you 
will be able to arrive at a valuable approximation to 
the Average Rates of Produce per Statute, or English 
acre, of the various kinds of Grain, Potatoes, and
